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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains financial statistics of provin- 
cial and territorial government enterprises for the busi- 
ness years ended nearest to December 31, 1974. Previ- 
ous editions cover similar annual periods from 1958 
onward. 


The financial statistics in this report are compiled 
in accordance with the Canadian System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that system are fully described in the 
Statistics Canada publication of the same name (Cata- 
logue 68-506) to which reference should be made for 
detailed explanations. However, a brief description of 
the system, particularly as it relates to provincial gov- 
ernment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


Government Enterprises in the Financial Management 
System 


The Financial Management System divides the 
government universe into two components, general 
government and government enterprises. General gov- 
ernment encompasses the central core of departments 
with their associated boards, commissions, funds, 
institutions and other entities which together provide 
services of a government nature, e.g., protection of 
persons and property, transportation and communica- 
tions, health, welfare, education, etc. These services are 
financed mainly by taxation (or to a much lesser ex- 
tent, by charges not directly related to the cost of 
providing the services) and by borrowings to be repaid 
from future revenues. Government enterprises, howev- 
er provide goods or services in a particular jurisdiction 
which are also provided by competitive non-govern- 
ment business organizations or would be if the govern- 
ment enterprise were not a statutory monopoly. 


More specifically, a government enterprise is an 
organized entity, usually corporate, established by a 
government to produce goods or services for sale on 
the open market at prices related to costs (this rela- 
tionship being ascertainable from its own indepen- 
dent system of accounts), which has relatively autono- 
mous management of its affairs and is staffed by other 
than public servants, though certain staff benefit 
schemes, e.g., superannuation, may be integrated with 
those of the public service of the parent government. 
However, organizations with the characteristics of a 
government enterprise which are engaged solely in 
channelling funds between levels of government or 
among governments at one level, or which provide 
goods or services solely to meet the needs of their 
parent governments are not classified as enterprises 
but as components of general government. 


Ce rapport présente la statistique financiére des 
entreprises publiques provinciales et territoriales pour les 
exercices clos le plus prés du 31 décembre 1974. Les nu- 
méros précédents ont étudié des périodes annuelles sem- 
blables a partir de 1958. 


La statistique financiére qui figure dans ce rapport 
est rassemblée conformément au Systéme canadien des 
statistiques de la gestion financiére des administrations 
publiques. Les définitions et la classification de ce systéme 
sont décrites en détail dans la publication de Statistique 
Canada qui porte ce titre (n° 68-506F au catalogue). Il 
convient toutefois de donner une bréve description du 
systéme, surtout en ce qui a trait aux entreprises publi- 
ques provinciales. 


Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la gestion finan- 
ciére 

Le systéme de la gestion financiére divise l’univers 
de ladministration publique en deux composantes: les 
administrations et les entreprises publiques. On entend 
par administrations le noyau des ministéres avec leurs con- 
seils, commissions, fonds, institutions et autres organismes 
connexes qui assurent, ensemble, les services d’ordre 
administratif, par ex., la protection des personnes et des 
biens, les transports et communications, la santé, l’as- 
sistance sociale, l’éducation. Le financement de ces services 
provient surtout des impdts (ou, dans une mesure beau- 
coup moins considérable, de prélévements non directe- 
ment liés au cout de ces services) et d’emprunts dont le 
service sera assuré a partir des recettes fiscales. Par contre, 
les entreprises publiques fournissent, dans un champ de 
compétence particulier, des biens et services que des con- 
currents du secteur privé offrent ou offriraient si l’entre- 
prise publique n’était pas un monopole d’Etat. 


Plus précisément, une entreprise publique est une 
entité organisée, habituellement une société, créée par une 
administration dans le but de produire des biens ou services 
destinés a étre vendus sur le marché libre a des prix établis 
en fonction des couts; la comptabilité distincte de l’entre- 
prise permet de vérifier cette relation prix/coUts. En outre, 
elle est relativement libre dans l’administration de ses pro- 
pres affaires et son personnel n’est pas composé de fonc- 
tionnaires, bien qu’il puisse participer a certains des avan- 
tages sociaux (par ex.,le régime de retraite) offerts a la 
fonction publique de |’administration dont reléve l’entre- 
prise. Cependant, les organismes ayant les caractéristiques 
d’une entreprise publique mais dont l’unique activité 
consiste 4 acheminer des fonds a un autre niveau d’admi- 
nistration publique ou parmi des organismes appartenant 
au méme échelon d’administration publique, ou a fournir 
des biens ou services afin de satisfaire les seuls besoins de 
Vadministration publique dont ils relévent, ne sont pas 
considérés comme des entreprises mais comme des com- 
posantes de l’administration publique. 


Financial Management Classifications for Government 
Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for the finan- 
cial management statistics of general government are 
unique, those used for government enterprises are 
generally identical to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do not differ 
significantly from commercial systems. Users wishing 
further details should refer to ‘““The Canadian System 
of Government Financial Management Statistics” Part 
IX. 


Government Enterprises in the System of National 
Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, the Cana- 
dian System of National Accounts, government enter- 
prises are included in the business sector. While there 
are differences in the components of the government 
enterprise universe at the federal level as between the 
two systems, at the provincial level the two are identi- 
cal. However, there is a major difference between the 
two systems in their treatment of the profits of liquor 
authorities. Under the Financial Management System 
all profits remitted by enterprises to their parent gov- 
ernments are classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the surpluses of 
the enterprises. In the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment income, while 
remitted and unremitted profits of liquor authorities 
are classified as indirect tax revenue of their parent 
governments. 


Classification of Enterprises by Industry Group and by 
Province 


This publication covers the provincial and territo- 
rial enterprises listed on page 14. In the statistical 
tables these enterprises are classified in accordance 
with their principal activities in main industry groups 
as set out in the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual (1970) (Catalogue 12-501) of Statistics Canada. 
The classification takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, for example, 
gas distribution systems operated by electric power 
companies. 


Sources of Data 


Data are drawn from the published annual re- 
ports of the enterprises and the public accounts of the 
provinces and territories. In addition, some further in- 
formation has been obtained from company and gov- 
ernment officials whose co-operation is gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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Systéme de classification de la gestion financiére des

Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la comptabilité 
nationale 


Dans le deuxiéme grand systéme statistique, le 
systéme canadien de la comptabilité nationale, les entre- 
prises publiques font partie du secteur des entreprises. Les 
composantes de l’univers des entreprises publiques varient, 
au niveau fédéral, d’un systéme a lautre. Au niveau pro- 
vincial, toutefois, elles restent pareilles. Les deux systémes 
abordent néanmoins les bénéfices des sociétés des alcools 
de facon fort différente. Aux fins du systéme de gestion 
financiére, tous les bénéfices remis par les entreprises aux 
administrations dont elles relévent sont considérés comme 
des recettes de ces administrations, alors que les bénéfices 
non remis viennent s’ajouter aux surplus des entreprises. 
Aux fins de la comptabilité nationale des revenus et des 
dépenses, toutefois, les bénéfices remis des entreprises 
publiques sont considérés comme des revenus de place- 
ments, alors que les bénéfices remis et non remis des 
sociétés des alcools sont considérés comme des recettes 
fiscales indirectes des administrations dont relévent les 
sociétés. 


Classification des entreprises selon l’activité économique 
et la province 


Cette publication vise les entreprises des provinces 
et territoires énumérées a la page 14. Aux fins des 
tableaux statistiques, ces entreprises sont classées selon 
leur activité principale, déterminée en fonction des groupes 
d’activité économique figurant dans la Classification des 
activités économiques (1970) de Statistique Canada (n° 
12-SO01F au catalogue). La classification ne tient pas 
compte des activités secondaires des entreprises individuel- 
les, par exemple les réseaux de distribution de gaz exploi- 
tés par les établissements d’énergie électrique. 


Sources des données 


Les données sont tirées des rapports annuels que 
publient les entreprises et des comptes publics des pro- 
vinces et territoires. De plus, des agents d’entreprises et 
d’administrations, dont la collaboration a été des plus 
précieuses, ont fait parvenir des renseignements complé- 
mentaires. 


Change in Format 


In previous years two sets of tables were published 
for income and expenditure, surplus account transac- 
tions and assets, liabilities and net worth. One set 
showed consolidations of all enterprises by industry 
group and the other consolidations of all enterprises 
within each province. These have been replaced this 
year by a single set of tables showing individual industry 
groups within each province (and provincial totals). It 
is believed that this form of presentation, which is used 
in the employment and federal government enterprise 
series, is preferable from the user’s point of view to 
that formerly used. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1974 


Income and Expenditure 


Tables 1A and 1B-11 show the income and ex- 
penditure and Tables 2A and 2B-2I the surplus accounts 
transactions of provincial government enterprises in 
1974 by industry and by province, respectively, while 
Table 4A compares the total income, expenditure and 
net profit in 1973 and 1974. 


Total income increased by $1,797 million or 
30.4% in 1974. Income from the sales of goods and 
services, which accounted for 92.7% of total revenue, 
was responsible for the bulk of the increase. Invest- 
ments of the enterprises increased by 16.1% during 
1974 and income derived there from by 24.9%. 


Total expenditure increased by $1,517 million or 
30.5% in 1974. The cost of sales, interest outlays and 
amounts provided for depreciation all increased appre- 
ciably. 


Net profit after provision for income tax increased 
by $243 million or 26.1% in 1974. 


Certain interesting observations can be made with 
regard to the above data. 


Of the total income of $7,142 million derived 
from the sales of goods and services, $2,794 million or 
24.9% was earned by electric power utilities and $2,223 
million or 28.8% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
total investment income of $513 million, $368 million 
or 71.6% was received by enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate while $110 million or 21.5% 
went to electric power utilities. 


The cost of sales of goods and services accounted 
for $4,662 million or 71.8% of total expenditures. In- 
terest expenses of $1,233 million and depreciation pro- 
vision of $531 million accounted for 19.0% and 8.2% 
respectively of the same outlays. The amount claimed 
as interest expenses excludes $238 million capitalized 
during the construction of facilities for enterprises en- 
gaged in transportation, communication and other pu- 
blic-utility type of activities and includes $439 million

Modification de la présentation 


Par le passé, les revenus et dépenses, les opérations 
effectuées au compte de surplus et l’actif, le passif et la 
valeur nette ont fait l’objet de deux séries de tableaux. 
L’une regroupait toutes les entreprises selon le groupe 
d’activité économique tandis que l’autre les regroupait 
selon chaque province. I] n’y a cette année qu’une série de 
tableaux ot figurent tous les groupes d’activité économi- 
que au sein de chaque province de méme que les totaux 
pour la province. Le lecteur trouvera, croyons-nous, que 
cette présentation, utilisée dans les séries sur l'emploi et 
les entreprises publiques fédérales, constitue une améliora- 
tion par rapport a l’ancienne. 


REVUE DE L’ANNEE 1974 


Revenus et dépenses 


Les tableaux 1A et 1B-1I montrent les revenus et les 
dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2A et 2B-2I indiquent les 
opérations effectuées au compte des bénéfices non répartis 
des entreprises publiques provinciales en 1974, par indus- 
trie et par province. Le tableau4A établit une comparaison 
du total des revenus, des dépenses et des bénéfices nets 
pour 1973 et 1974. 


En 1974, le revenu total a augmenté de $1,797 mil- 
lions, soit une augmentation de 30.4 %. Cette hausse est 
surtout attribuable au produit de la vente de biens et ser- 
vices, qui représentait environ 92.7 % de toutes les recettes. 
Les placements des entreprises ont progressé de 16.1 % en 
1974 et les revenus en provenant, de 24.9 %. 


Les dépenses totales se sont accrues en 1974 de 
$1,517 millions, soit une augmentation de 30.5 %. Le cout 
des ventes, les dépenses au titre des intéréts et les dépenses 
d’amortissement ont tous augmenté de facon appréciable. 


En 1974, le bénéfice net aprés provision pour impots 
sur le revenu s’est accru de $243 millions, ou 26.1 %. 


Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des chiffres 
surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $7,142 millions provenant de 
la vente des biens et services, $2,794 millions soit 36.2 % 
sont allés aux services d’électricité, et $2,223 millions 
(28.8 %), aux régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de 
placement, s’élevant au total 4 $513 millions, $368 mil- 
lions, soit 71.6 % sont allés aux entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres, et 
$110 millions (21.5 %), aux services d’électricité. 


Le coiit des biens et services vendus s’est établi a 
$4,662 millions soit 71.8 % de toutes les dépenses. Les in- 
téréts versés ($1,233 millions) et les provisions pour amor- 
tissement ($531 millions) représentaient respectivement 
19.0 % et 8.2 % des dépenses totales. Le montant porté au 
poste des intéréts versés ne comprend pas les $238 millions 
capitalisés pendant la construction d’installations pour le 
compte d’entreprises s’occupant de transports, de com- 
munications et d’autres services d’utilité publique, mais 


paid either to parent governments or to other levels of 
government. Electric power utilities which owed 64.2% 
of total enterprise debt outstanding paid 61.7% of total 
interest costs. 


Of the total net profit of $1,178 million, $771 
million was earned by provincial liquor commissions, 
and $360 million by electric power commissions. Profits 
of $51 million and $22 million were recorded by en- 
terprises in service industries and telephone utilities, 
respectively, while losses of $106 and $31 million were 
suffered by enterprises engaged in finance, insurance 
and real estate and transportation activities, respective- 
ly. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital nature by 
government enterprises are published in the publication 
Catalogue 61-206, Private and Public Investment in 
Canada (Table 8) prepared jointly by the Business Fi- 
nance Division of Statistics Canada, and the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial enterprises 
for the year 1974 were $2,927 million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 

Tables 3A and 3B-3I show assets, liabilities and 
net worth of provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1974 by industry 
and province respectively. Table 5A portrays the total 
change that took place during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $5,161 million or 


18.9% over the corresponding figure at the end of 1973. 
This expansion on the assets side was balanced by in- 
creases of $4,491 million or 19.7% of liabilities and 
$670 million or 14.7% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $24,099 million at the end of 
1974, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$19,170 million or 79.5%. Of a total increase of $3,639 
million, $2,905 million pertained to electric power, 
$164 million to communication, and $67 million to 
transportation utilities. The fixed assets of enterprises 
engaged in finance, housing and real estate increased by 
$426 million, largely due to a 30.9% increase in those 
of housing corporations. 


Government and government enterprise treasury 
bills, bonds and stock amounted to $2,527 million or 
60.4% of identifiable investments at the end of 1974. 
The investments of enterprises engaged in finance, in- 
surance and real estate increased by $506 million during 
the year. Figures for investments do not include pay- 
ments made by enterprises into the sinking funds of

Les béné- 
fices des entreprises du secteur des services et des services 
téléphoniques ont respectivement été de $51 millions et 
de $22 millions, tandis que les entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres et de 
celui des transports enregistraient respectivement des 
pertes de $106 millions et de $31 millions. 


Dépenses d’investissements 


La valeur estimative des dépenses d’investissement 
des entreprises publiques parait dans la publication intitu- 
lée Investissement privés et publics au Canada (n° 61 - 206F 
au catalogue, tableau 8), préparée conjointement par la 
Division des finances des entreprises de Statistique Canada 
et le ministére de l’Industrie et du Commerce. Selon cette 
source, les dépenses en immobilisations des entreprises 
provinciales se chiffraient 4 $2,927 millions en 1974. 


Actif, passif et valeur nette 


Les tableaux 3A et 3B-3I donnent I’actif, le passif et 
la valeur nette des entreprises provinciales publiques par 
industrie et par province a la fin de l’exercice financier le 
plus proche du 31 décembre 1974. Le tableau 5A présente 
Vensemble des variations quiont eu lieu au cours de l’année 
observée. 


La valeur de l’actif a augmenté de $5,161 millions, 
soit de 18.9 %, par rapport au chiffre correspondant de la 
fin de 1973. Cependant, cette augmentation de l’actif s’est 
trouvée équilibrée par une hausse de $4,491 millions 
(19.7 %) du passif et de $670 millions (14.7 %) de la valeur 
nette. 


A la fin de 1974, les services d’électricité comptaient 
($24,099 millions) pour 79.5 % des immobilisations des 
entreprises publiques provinciales ($19,170 millions). 
L’augmentation totale de $3,639 millions se répartit ainsi: 
$2,905 millions services d’électricité, communications, 
$164 millions et transports, $67 millions. Les immobilisa- 
tions des entreprises du secteur des finances, de l’habita- 
tion et des affaires immobiliéres ont augmenté de $426 
millions, en raison principalement de la hausse de 30.9 % 
observée dans le cas des immobilisations des sociétés 
d’habitation. 


Les bons du trésor, les obligations et les actions des 
administrations et des entreprises publiques totalisaient 
$2,527 millions a la fin de 1974, soit 60.4 % des placements 
identifiables. Les placements des entreprises s’occupant de 
finances, d’assurances et d’affaires immobiliéres ont aug- 
menté de $506 millions au cours de l’année. Ces chiffres 
ne tiennent pas compte des sommes versées par les entre- 


their parent governments to repay borrowings made by 
the provinces on their behalf. 


Of amounts of $1,017 million owing to provincial 
government enterprises at the end of 1974, $395 million 
or 38.9% was due from governments or their enterpri- 
ses. Loans, advances and interest owing to enterprises 
engaged in finance, insurance and real estate increased 
by $181 million since the close of the previous year. 


Amounts totalling $25,247 million were due from 
enterprises at the end of 1974. Of this amount, $14,312 
million was in the form of bonded debt, an increase of 
$2,403 million since the close of the previous year. The 
enterprises’ debt included $7,516 million due to pro- 
vincial governments or their enterprises and $1,628 
million due to the federal government or its agencies 
and used for electric power development and housing. 
Of the total, $16,200 million was owed by electric 
power utilities and $6,143 million by enterprises en- 
gaged in finance, insurance and real estate. Provincial 
governments guaranteed $14,928 million of the liabili- 
ties of their enterprises.1 


Of the total net worth of $5,243 million of pro- 
vincial government enterprises at the end of 1974, $651 
million was designated as provincial government equity 
and $1,016 million was equity held by Ontario muni- 
cipal electrical utilities and represented their contribu- 
tions to the redemption of hydro debt. Equity reserves 
of $2,597 million were maintained mostly by electrical 
utilities for contingencies and rate stabilization, the 
acquisition of capital assets, insurance, sinking funds, 
and funds held in connection with the Columbia River 
Treaty between Canada and the United States. 


The balance in surplus increased to $873 million 
during the year. Credits include net profits of $1,178 
million, liquor revenue other than profits of $102 mil- 
lion and contributions of $148 million including $114 
million from parent governments. Net transfers of $303 
million were made to reserve funds and amounts to- 
talling $937 million were remitted to provincial govern- 
ments. 


1 Bonds and debentures of enterprises, issued to and 
held by the parent province or enterprise as security for bonded 
indebtedness incurred on their behalf, are deemed to be non- 
marketable and have been classified in these statistics as loans 
payable. The corresponding asset holdings of the parent are 
also classified as loans. 


This method of presentation facilitates the treatment of 
combined direct debt statistics of the parent government and 
its enterprises. In those cases where a sinking fund is maintained 
by the enterprise against bonds and debentures incurred by the 
province on its behalf, the year-end balance has been classified 
as an equity in the provincial sinking fund and offset against 
the loan payable to the province.

Division of Northern Labrador Services. As cur- 
rent data is not available, estimates based on previous 
years’ financial statements and provincial public ac- 
counts have been included. The amounts are not signi- 
ficant. 


Newfoundland and Labrador Power Corporation 


This corporation changed its year-end from 
March 31 to December 31. Financial operations for nine 
months are included in this publication. 


Churchill Falls (Labrador) Corporation Limited 


The Brinco Limited (Labrador Agreement) Act, 
1974,empowered the government of Newfoundland to 
purchase the issued share capital of Churchill Falls 
(Labrador) Corporation Limited and Gull Island Power 
Company Limited beneficially owned by Brinco Limi- 
ted. The Province owns 66% of the shares of Churchill 
Falls (Labrador) Corporation Limited. 


Deuterium of Canada Limited. Agreement was 
reached in 1971 whereby Atomic Energy of Canada 
Limited, the federal government corporation respon- 
sible for Canada’s nuclear power programme, is reha- 
bilitating and will operate for its account the Deuterium 
of Canada Limited plant under a lease agreement which 
may extend up to 16 years and which will commence 
from the date that the plant produces a stipulated vol- 
ume of heavy water. At the end of the lease, the opera- 
tion of the plant will revert to Deuterium. 


Since the plant is now held by Atomic Energy of 
Canada Limited, financial statements of Deuterium of 
Canada Limited as at October 31, 1971 are excluded 
from these statistics. 


Keltic Lodge and Pines Hotel 


The province of Nova Scotia has absorbed the 
operations of these entities into its consolidated fund.

Quebec Mining Exploration Company 
(SOQUEM). The charter of this company was granted 
July 14, 1965 and operations began November 1, 1965. 
All expenditures less revenues are shown as deferred 
expenditures on the company’s balance sheet. 


Quebec Petroleum Operations Company 
(SOQUIP). This company commenced operations on 
November 28, 1969. All expenditures less revenues are 
shown as deferred expenditures on the company’s ba- 
lance sheet.

Manitoba Forestry Resources 


This corporation was incorporated under The 
Companies Act of Manitoba to acquire the assets of the 
Pas Forestry Complex and to carry on the operations 
effective October 1, 1973. The shares have been issued 
to the Province of Manitoba. The corporation is involved 
in pulp and paper and lumber operations. 


Pacific Western Airlines Limited 


In 1974, the Government of Alberta purchased 
the shares of Pacific Western Airlines Limited. The 
province held 99.2% of the issued shares as at Decem- 
ber 31, 1974. The company provides a general trans- 
portation service by air to points in Western Canada 
and Seattle, Washington, as well as domestic and inter- 
national air cargo services. Subsidiaries operate truck- 
ing services in Western Canada. 


British Columbia Cellulose Company. This com- 
pany was established on March 15, 1973 by the province 
of British Columbia as a holding company to acquire 
control of Columbia Cellulose Company Limited and its 
subsidiaries under the changed name, Canadian Cellu- 
lose Company Limited (Cancel) and other companies 
as required. 


The Columbia Cellulose Company Limited was 
formerly controlled by New York based Celanese Cor- 
poration. On June 29, 1973, British Columbia Cellu- 
lose Company Limited acquired a 79% interest in Cana- 
dian Cellulose Company Limited in which, under the 
covering agreement, all the assets and liabilities of the 
Columbia Cellulose group of companies were consoli- 
dated. The remaining 21% of stock is held by private 
shareholders. 


British Columbia Cellulose Company acts in an 
advisory, consultative and liaison capacity to the forest 
products companies in which the province of British 
Columbia owns shares. 


A consolidation of the financial statements of 
British Columbia Cellulose Company with those of its 
subsidiary, Canadian Cellulose Company Limited, is in- 
cluded in these Statistics. As the amounts pertaining to 
the holding company are relatively insignificant, British 
Columbia Cellulose Company has been classified as 
belonging to the manufacturing group of industries.

The corporation will continue its role as a mer- 
chant builder but will also assist in the establishment 
and subsequent implementation of programs of the 
Department of Housing.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains financial statistics of provin- 
cial and territorial government enterprises for the busi- 
ness years ended nearest to December 31, 1975. Previ- 
ous editions cover similar annual periods from 1958 
onward. 


The financial statistics in this report are compiled 
in accordance with the Canadian System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that system are fully described in the 
Statistics Canada publication of the same name (Cata- 
logue 68-506) to which reference should be made for 
detailed explanations. However, a brief description of 
the system, particularly as it relates to provincial gov- 
ernment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


Government Enterprises in the Financial Management 
System 


The Financial Management System divides the 
government universe into two components, general 
government and government enterprises. General gov- 
ernment encompasses the central core of departments 
with their associated boards, commissions, funds, 
institutions and other entities which together provide 
services of a government nature, e.g., protection of 
persons and property, transportation and communica- 
tions, health, welfare, education, etc. These services are 
financed mainly by taxation (or to a much lesser ex- 
tent, by charges not directly related to the cost of 
providing the services) and by borrowings to be repaid 
from future revenues. Government enterprises, howev- 
er provide goods or services in a particular jurisdiction 
which are also provided by competitive non-govern- 
ment business organizations or would be if the govern- 
ment enterprise were not a statutory monopoly. 


More specifically, a government enterprise is an 
organized entity, usually corporate, established by a 
government to produce goods or services for sale on 
the open market at prices related to costs (this rela- 
tionship being ascertainable from its own indepen- 
dent system of accounts), which has relatively autono- 
mous management of its affairs and is staffed by other 
than public servants, though certain staff benefit 
schemes, e.g., superannuation, may be integrated with 
those of the public service of the parent government. 
However, organizations with the characteristics of a 
government enterprise which are engaged solely in 
channelling funds between levels of government or 
among governments at one level, or which provide 
goods or services solely to meet the needs of their 
parent governments are not classified as enterprises 
but as components of general government. 


Ce rapport présente la statistique financiére des 
entreprises publiques provinciales et territoriales pour les 
exercices clos le plus prés du 31 décembre 1975. Les nu- 
méros précédents ont étudié des périodes annuelles sem- 
blables a partir de 1958. 


La statistique financiére qui figure dans ce rapport 
est rassemblée conformément au Systéme canadien des 
Statistiques de la gestion financiére des administrations 
publiques.

Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la gestion finan- 
ciére 

Le systéme de la gestion financiére divise l’univers 
de l’administration publique en deux composantes: les 
administrations et les entreprises publiques. On entend 
par administrations le noyau des ministéres avec leurs con- 
seils, commissions, fonds, institutions et autres organismes 
connexes qui assurent, ensemble, les services d’ordre 
administratif, par ex., la protection des personnes et des 
biens, les transports et communications, la santé, l’as- 
sistance sociale, l’éducation. Le financement de ces services 
provient surtout des imp6ts (ou, dans une mesure beau- 
coup moins considérable, de prélévements non directe- 
ment liés au cout de ces services) et d’emprunts dont le 
service sera assuré a partir des recettes fiscales. Par contre, 
les entreprises publiques fournissent, dans un champ de 
compétence particulier, des biens et services que des con- 
currents du secteur privé offrent ou offriraient si l’entre- 
prise publique n’était pas un monopole d’Etat. 


Plus précisément, une entreprise publique est une 
entité organisée, habituellement une société, créée par une 
administration dans le but de produire des biens ou services 
destinés a étre vendus sur le marché libre a des prix établis 
en fonction des couts; la comptabilité distincte de I’entre- 
prise permet de vérifier cette relation prix/cotits. En outre, 
elle est relativement libre dans administration de ses pro- 
pres affaires et son personnel n’est pas composé de fonc- 
tionnaires, bien qu’il puisse participer a certains des avan- 
tages sociaux (par ex.,le régime de retraite) offerts a la 
fonction publique de l’administration dont reléve |’entre- 
prise. Cependant, les organismes ayant les caractéristiques 
d’une entreprise publique mais dont lunique activité 
consiste 4 acheminer des fonds a un autre niveau d’admi- 
nistration publique ou parmi des organismes appartenant 
au méme échelon d’administration publique, ou a fournir 
des biens ou services afin de satisfaire les seuls besoins de 
l’administration publique dont ils relévent, ne sont pas 
considérés comme des entreprises mais comme des com- 
posantes de l’administration publique. 


Financial Management Classifications for Government 
Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for the finan- 
cial management statistics of general government are 
unique, those used for government enterprises are 
generally identical to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do not differ 
significantly from commercial systems. Users wishing 
further details should refer to ““The Canadian System 
of Government Financial Management Statistics” Part 
IX. 


Government Enterprises in the System of National 
Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, the Cana- 
dian System of National Accounts, government enter- 
prises are included in the business sector. While there 
are differences in the components of the government 
enterprise universe at the federal level as between the 
two systems, at the provincial level the two are identi- 
cal. However, there is a major difference between the 
two systems in their treatment of the profits of liquor 
authorities. Under the Financial Management System 
all profits remitted by enterprises to their parent gov- 
ernments are classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the surpluses of 
the enterprises. In the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment income, while 
remitted and unremitted profits of liquor authorities 
are classified as indirect tax revenue of their parent 
governments. 


Classification of Enterprises by Industry Group and by 
Province 


This publication covers the provincial and territo- 
rial enterprises listed on page 14. In the statistical 
tables these enterprises are classified in accordance 
with their principal activities in main industry groups 
as set out in the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual (1970) (Catalogue 12-501) of Statistics Canada. 
The classification takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, for example, 
gas distribution systems operated by electric power 
companies. 


Sources of Data 


Data are drawn from the published annual re- 
ports of the enterprises and the public accounts of the 
provinces and territories. In addition, some further in- 
formation has been obtained from company and gov- 
ernment officials whose co-operation is gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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Systéme de classification de la gestion financiére des

Alors que le systéme de classification utilisé pour la 
statistique de la gestion financiére des administrations pu- 
bliques est unique, celui des entreprises publiques est 
habituellement identique au systeme de comptabilité de 
ces entreprises et n’est pas sensiblement différent des 
systemes commerciaux.

Les entreprises publiques et le systeme de la comptabilité 
nationale 


Dans le deuxiéme grand systéme statistique, le 
systéme canadien de la comptabilité nationale, les entre- 
prises publiques font partie du secteur des entreprises. Les 
composantes de l’univers des entreprises publiques varient, 
au niveau fédéral, d’un systéme 4a l’autre. Au niveau pro- 
vincial, toutefois, elles restent pareilles. Les deux systémes 
abordent néanmoins les bénéfices des sociétés des alcools 
de fagon fort différente. Aux fins du systéme de gestion 
financiére, tous les bénéfices remis par les entreprises aux 
administrations dont elles relévent sont considérés comme 
des recettes de ces administrations, alors que les bénéfices 
non remis viennent s’ajouter aux surplus des entreprises. 
Aux fins de la comptabilité nationale des revenus et des 
dépenses, toutefois, les bénéfices remis des entreprises 
publiques sont considérés comme des revenus de place- 
ments, alors que les bénéfices remis et non remis des 
sociétés des alcools sont considérés comme des recettes 
fiscales indirectes des administrations dont relévent les 
sociétés. 


Classification des entreprises selon l’activité économique 
et la province 


Cette publication vise les entreprises des provinces 
et territoires énumérées a la page 14. Aux fins des 
tableaux statistiques, ces entreprises sont classées selon 
leur activité principale, déterminée en fonction des groupes 
d’activité économique figurant dans la Classification des 
activités économiques (1970) de Statistique Canada (n° 
12-501F au catalogue). La classification ne tient pas 
compte des activités secondaires des entreprises individuel- 
les, par exemple les réseaux de distribution de gaz exploi- 
tés par les établissements d’énergie électrique. 


Sources des données 


Les données sont tirées des rapports annuels que 
publient les entreprises et des comptes publics des pro- 
vinces et territoires. De plus, des agents d’entreprises et 
d’administrations, dont la collaboration a été des plus 
précieuses, ont fait parvenir des renseignements complé- 
mentaires. 


Change in Format 


In previous years two sets of tables were published 
for income and expenditure, surplus account transac- 
tions and assets, liabilities and net worth. One set 
showed consolidations of all enterprises by industry 
group and the other consolidations of all enterprises 
within each province. These have been replaced this 
year by a single set of tables showing individual industry 
groups within each province (and provincial totals). It 
is believed that this form of presentation, which is used 
in the employment and federal government enterprise 
series, is preferable from the user’s point of view to 
that formerly used. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1975 


Income and Expenditure 


Tables 1 A and 1 B-1I show the income and ex- 
penditure and Tables 2A and 2B-2I the surplus 
accounts transactions of provincial government enter- 
prises in 1975 by industry and by province, respective- 
ly, while Table 4 A compares the total income, expen- 
diture and net profit in 1974 and 1975. 


Total income increased by $1,291 million or 
16.8% in 1975. Income from the sales of goods and 
services, which accounted for 92.3% of total revenue, 
was responsible for the bulk of the increase. Invest- 
ments of the enterprises increased by 16.2% during 
1975 and income derived there from by 22.1%. 


Total expenditure increased by $1,489 million or 
22.9% in 1975. The cost of sales, interest outlays and 
amounts provided for depreciation all increased appre- 
ciably. 


Net profit after provision for income tax de- 
creased by $191 million or 16.2%in 1975. 


Certain interesting observations can be made with 
regard to the above data. 


Of the total income of $8,302 million derived 
from the sales of goods and services, $3,194 million or 
35.5% was earned by electric power utilities and $2,540 
million or 28.2% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
total investment income of $626 million, $368 million 
or 72.9% was received by enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate while $136 million or 21.6% 
went to electric power utilities. 


The cost of sales of goods and services accounted 
for $5,792 million or 72.6% of total expenditures. In- 
terest expenses of $1,474 million and depreciation pro- 
vision of $587 million accounted for 18.5% and 7.4% 
respectively of the same outlays. The amount claimed 
as interest expenses excludes $444 million capitalized 
during the construction of facilities for enterprises en- 
gaged in transportation, communication and other pu- 
blic-utility type of activities and includes $527 million

Modification de la présentation 


Par le passé, les revenus et dépenses, les opérations 
effectuées au compte de surplus et l’actif, le passif et la 
valeur nette ont fait l'objet de deux séries de tableaux. 
L’une regroupait toutes les entreprises selon le groupe 
@activité économique tandis que l’autre les regroupait 
selon chaque province. Il n’y a cette année qu’une série de 
tableaux ot figurent tous les groupes d’activité économi- 
que au sein de chaque province de méme que les totaux 
pour la province. Le lecteur trouvera, croyons-nous, que 
cette présentation, utilisée dans les séries sur Pemploi et 
les entreprises publiques fédérales, constitue une améliora- 
tion par rapport a l’ancienne. 


REVUE DE L’ANNEE 1975 


Revenus et dépenses 


Les tableaux 1 A et 1 B-1I montrent les revenus et 
les dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2 A et 2B-2I indi- 
quent les opérations effectuées au compte des bénéfices 
non répartis des entreprises publiques provinciales en 
1975, par industrie et par province. Le tableau 4 A établit 
une comparaison du total des revenus, des dépenses et des 
bénéfices nets pour 1974 et 1975. 


En 1975, le revenu total a augmenté de $1,291 mil- 
lions, soit une augmentation de 16.8 %. Cette hausse est 
surtout attribuable au produit de la vente de biens et ser- 
vices, qui représentait environ 92.3 % de toutes les recettes. 
Les placements des entreprises ont progressé de 16.2 %en 
1975 et les revenus en provenant, de 22.1 %. 


Les dépenses totales se sont accrues en 1975 de 
$1,489 millions, soit une augmentation de 22.9 %. Le colt 
des ventes, les dépenses au titre des intéréts et les dépenses 
d’amortissement ont tous augmenté de facon appréciable. 


En 1975, le bénéfice net aprés provision pour impots 
sur le revenu a diminué de $191 millions, ou 16.2 %. 


Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des chiffres 
surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $8,302 millions provenant de 
ta vente des biens et services, $3,194 millions soit 35.5 % 
sont allés aux services d’électricité, et $2,540 millions 
(28.2 %), aux régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de 
placement, s’élevant au total a $626 millions, $368 mil- 
lions, soit 72.9 % sont allés aux entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres, et 
$136 millions (21.6 %), aux services d’électricité. 


Le cout des biens et services vendus s’est établi a 
$5,792 millions soit 72.6 % de toutes les dépenses. Les in- 
téréts versés ($1,474 millions) et les provisios pour amor- 
tissement ($587 millions) représentaient respectivement 
18.5 % et 7.4 %des dépenses totales. Le montant porté au 
poste des intéréts versés ne comprend pas les $444 millions 
capitalisés pendant la construction d’installations pour le 
compte d’entreprises s’occupant de transports, de com- 
munications et d’autres services d’utilité publique, mais 


paid either to parent governments or to other levels of 
government. Electric power utilities which owed 65.9% 
of total enterprise debt outstanding paid 61.0% of total 
interest costs. 


Of the total net profit of $987 million, $858 
million was earned by provincial liquor commissions, 
and $196 million by electric power commissions. Profits 
of $114 million and $16 million were recorded by en- 
terprises in service industries and telephone utilities, 
respectively, while losses of $223 million, $62 million, 
and $48 million were suffered by enterprises engaged 
in finance, insurance and real estate, manufacturing, 
and transportation activities, respectively. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital nature by 
government enterprises are published in the publication 
Catalogue 61-205, Private and Public Investment in 
Canada (Table 24) prepared jointly by the Business Fi- 
nance Division of Statistics Canada, and the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial enterprises 
for the year 1975 were $5,212 million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Tables 3 A and 3 B-3I show assets, liabilities and 
net worth of provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1975 by industry 
and province respectively. Table 5 A portrays the total 
change that took place during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $6,482 million or 
19.9% over the corresponding figure at the end of 1974. 
This expansion on the assets side was balanced by in- 
creases of $6,162 million or 22.6% of liabilities and 
$320 million or 6.1% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $28,327 million at the end of 
1975, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$22,668 million or 80.0%. Of a total increase of $4,217 
million, $3,498 million pertained to electric power, 
$278 million to communication, $141 million to manu- 
facturing, and $107 million to transportation utilities. 
The fixed assets of enterprises engaged in finance, hous- 
ing and real estate increased by $159 million, largely 
due to a 8.6% increase in those of housing corporations. 


Government and government enterprise treasury 
bills, bonds and stock amounted to $3,042 million or 
65.5% of identifiable investments at the end of 1975. 
The investments of enterprises engaged in finance, in- 
surance and real estate increased by $464 million during 
the year. Figures for investments do not include pay- 
ments made by enterprises into the sinking funds of

Les béné- 
fices des entreprises du secteur des services et des services 
téléphoniques ont respectivement été de $114 millions et 
de $16 millions, tandis que les entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres, des 
industries manufacturiéres et de celui des transports enre- 
gistraient respectivement des pertes de $223 millions $62 
millions et de $48 millions. 


Dépenses d’investissements 


La valeur estimative des dépenses d’investissement 
des entreprises publiques parait dans la publication intitu- 
lée Investissement privés et publics au Canada (n° 61 - 205 
au catalogue, tableau 24), préparée conjointement par la 
Division des finances des entreprises de Statistique Canada 
et le ministére de l’Industrie et du Commerce. Selon cette 
source, les dépenses en immobilisations des entreprises 
provinciales se chiffraient 4 $5,212 millions en 1975. 


Actif, passif et valeur nette 


Les tableaux 3 A et 3 B-3I donnent l’actif, le passif 
et la valeur nette des entreprises provinciales publiques par 
industrie et par province a la fin de l’exercice financier le 
plus proche du 31 décembre 1975. Le tableau 5 A présente 
l’ensemble des variations qui ont eu lieu au cours de l’année 
observée. 


La valeur de l’actif a augmenté de $6,482 millions, 
soit de 19.9 %, par rapport au chiffre correspondant de la 
fin de 1974. Cependant, cette augmentation de l’actif s’est 
trouvée équilibrée par une hausse de $6,162 millions 
(22.6 %) du passif et de $320 millions (6.1 %) de la valeur 
nette. 


A la fin de 1975, les services d’électricité comptaient 
($22,668 millions) pour 80.0 % des immobilisations des 
entreprises publiques provinciales ($28,327 millions). 
L’augmentation totale de $4,217 millions se répartit ainsi: 
$3,498 millions services d’électricité, communications, 
$278 millions, $141 millions aux industries manufacturié- 
res et transports, $107 millions. Les immobilisations des 
entreprises du secteur des finances, de habitation et des 
affaires immobiliéres ont augmenté de $159 millions, en 
raison principalement de la hausse de 8.6 % observée dans 
le cas des immobilisations des sociétés d’habitation. 


Les bons du trésor, les obligations et les actions des 
administrations et des entreprises publiques totalisaient 
$3,042 millions a la finde 1975, soit 65.5 %des placements 
identifiables. Les placements des entreprises s’occupant de 
finances, d’assurances et d’affaires immobiliéres ont aug- 
menté de $464 million au cours de l’année. Ces chiffres 
ne tiennent pas compte des sommes versées par les entre- 


their parent governments to repay borrowings made by 
the provinces on their behalf. 


Of amounts of $1,564 million owing to provincial 
government enterprises at the end of 1975, $686 million 
or 43.9% was due from governments or their enterpri- 
ses. Loans, advances and interest owing to enterprises 
engaged in finance, insurance and real estate increased 
by $487 million since the close of the previous year. 


Amounts totalling $30,607 million were due from 
enterprises at the end of 1975. Of this amount, $17,438 
million was in the form of bonded debt, an increase of 
$3,125 million since the close of the previous year. The 
enterprises’ debt included $9,128 million due to pro- 
-Vincial governments or their enterprises and $1,903 
million due to the federal government or its agencies 
and used for electric power development and housing. 
Of the total, $19,899 million was owed by electric 
power utilities and $7,167 million by enterprises en- 
gaged in finance, insurance and real estate. Provincial 
governments guaranteed $18,288 million of the liabili- 
ties of their enterprises. ! 


Of the total net worth of $5,563 million of pro- 
vincial government enterprises at the end of 1975, $797 
million was designated as provincial government equity 
and $1,094 million was equity held by Ontario muni- 

cipal electrical utilities and represented their contribu- 
tions to the redemption of hydro debt. Equity reserves 
of $2,699 million were maintained mostly by electrical 
utilities for contingencies and rate stabilization, the 
acquisition of capital assets, insurance, sinking funds, 
-and funds held in connection with the Columbia River 
Treaty between Canada and the United States. 


The balance in surplus increased to $880 million 
during the year. Credits include net profits of $987 
million, liquor revenue other than profits of $108 mil- 
lion and contributions of $379 million including $339 
million from parent governments. Net transfers of $190 
million were made to reserve funds and amounts to- 
talling $1,312 million were remitted to provincial gov- 
ermments. 


1 Bonds and debentures of enterprises, issued to and 
held by the parent province or enterprise as security forbonded 
indebtedness incurred on their behalf, are deemed to be non- 
marketable and have been classified in these statistics as loans 
payable. The corresponding asset holdings of the parent are 
also classified as loans. 


This method of presentation facilitates the treatment of 
combined direct debt statistics of the parent government and 
its enterprises. In those cases where a sinking fund is maintained 
by the enterprise against bonds and debentures incurred by the 
province on its behalf, the year-end balance has been classified 
as an equity in the provincial sinking fund and offset against 
the loan payable to the province.

Recently, liquor licensing 
commissions have been established in several provinces, 
in some cases operating within the framework of 
government departments. In the current year, transac- 
tions of all liquor licensing commissions are treated as 
general government and are not included in these 
statistics. Figures for prior years have been revised 
accordingly.

Explanatory Comments on Certain Enterprises 


Newfoundland Farm Products Corporation 


This corporation has been classified as a special 
fund since incorporation in 1963. This profit oriented 
company is engaged in pork and poultry abatoir, pack- 
aging and selling operations. This corporation is now 
classified as a provincial government enterprise effec- 
tive April 1, 1975. 


Newfoundland Hardwoods Limited 


This corporation is wholly owned by the prov- 
ince of Newfoundland. This company produces furni- 
ture from locally grown hardwood. 


Atlantic Gypsum Limited. North Star Cement. United 
Cotton Mills Limited 


These three corporations were established by 
Acts of the Newfoundland Legislature in 1960, 1959 
and 1962 respectively. Previously, they have been 
considered as investments of the province rather than 
enterprises. The province owns all the common and 
preferred shares of each company. The daily operations 
are managed by private corporations. 


Deuterium of Canada Limited 


Agreement was reached in 1971 whereby Atomic 
Energy of Canada Limited, the federal government 
corporation responsible for Canada’s nuclear power 
programme, is rehabilitating and will operate for its 
accounts the Deuterium of Canada Limited plant under 
a lease agreement which may extend up to 16 years 
and which will commence from the date that the plant 
produces a stipulated volume of heavy water. At the 
end of the lease, the operation of the plant will revert 
to Deuterium. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government created 
the James Bay Development Corporation to undertake 
the development of natural resources in northwestern 
Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), the James Bay 
Development Corporation agreed to plan and construct 
all infrastructure required to develop the hydro-electric 
resources of the territory. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
cost of planning and construction and all maintenance 
and operating expenses are to be borne by the James 
Bay Energy Corporation as long as it remains the sole 
user. Although the infrastructure remains the exclusive 
property of the James Bay Development Corporation, 
the value of the contribution by James Bay Energy 
Corporation is included as fixed assets of the Hydro- 
Quebec consolidated balance sheet.

Commentaires explicatifs sur certaines sociétés 


Newfoundland Farm Products Corporation 


Depuis son incorporation en 1963, cette société 
était considérée comme un fond spécial. Cette compagnie 
qui est un organisme a but lucratif se spécialise dans 
exploitation d’abattoirs, le conditionnement et la vente 
du porc et de la volaille. Depuis le let avril, 1975, cette 
corporation est considérée comme une entreprise publique 
provinciale. 


Newfoundland Hardwoods Limited 


Cette corporation appartient entiérement a la pro- 
vince de Terre-Neuve. Cette compagnie manufacture des 
meubles en bois dur provenant de la région. 


Atlantic Gypsum Limited. North Star Cement. United 
Cotton Mills Limited 


Ces trois corporations ont été établies par des lois de 
Vassemblé législative de Terre-Neuve respectivement en 
1960, 1959 et 1962. Précédemment, elles ont été consi- 
dérées comme des placements de la province plutot que 
des entreprises. La province détient toutes les actions 
ordinaires et privilégiées de ces compagnies. Leurs opéra- 
tions quotidiennes sont administrées par des corporations 
privées. 


Deuterium of Canada Limited 


L’entente conclue en 1971 prévoit qu’Energie ato- 
mique du Canada Limitée, qui est la société du gouverne- 
ment fédéral chargée de lapplication du programme 
canadien d’énergie nucléaire, s’occupera de réorganiser et 
d’exploiter 4 son propre compte l’usine de la Deuterium 
of Canada Limited; la durée du bail pourra s’étendre 
jusqu’a 16 ans et commencera le jour ot Tusine sera en 
mesure de produire un volume déterminé d’eau lourde. 
A la fin du bail, exploitation reviendra 4 la charge de la 
Deuterium. 


Société de développement de la baie James 


En juillet 1971, le gouvernement du Québec a créé 
la Société de développement de la Baie James pour entre- 
prendre la mise en valeur des ressources naturelles du 
Nord-ouest québécois. 


La Société de développement de la Baie James a 
conclu une entente avec la Société d’énergie de la Baie 
James (filiale de ’ Hydro-Québec) pour planifier et cons- 
truire toute l’infrastructure nécessaire a la mise en valeur 
des ressources du territoire. La Société d’énergie de la Baie 
James assumera 99 % du cout de planification et de con- 
struction et tous les frais d’entretien et d’exploitation tant 
qu’elle sera la seule utilisatrice. Bien que l’infrastructure 
demeure la propriété exclusive de la Société de développe- 
ment de la Baie James, la valeur de la contribution de la 
Société d’énergie de la Baie James figure au poste des im- 
mobilisations du bilan consolidé de l’Hydro-Québec. 


All administrative expenditures to date of the 
James Bay Development Corporation have been de- 
ferred. The financial transactions of Société de tou- 
risme de la Baie James, a wholly owned subsidiary, are 
included only in so far as they are reflected in the 
accounts of the parent enterprise. 


Quebec Deposit and Investment Fund 


To conform to the treatment in the National 
Income and Expenditure Accounts, the amount shown 
as net income in the financial statements of the Fund is 
included in expenditures as interest paid to the deposi- 
tors and the interest payable is shown as a liability of 
the Fund to its depositors. 


Quebec Mining Exploration Company (SOQUEM) 


In previous years, all expenditures less revenues 
were shown as deferred expenditures on the company’s 
balance sheet. During the year, the company decided to 
charge to operations all the revenue and expenditures. 


Quebec Petroleum Operations Company (SOQUIP) 


This company commenced operations on 
November 28, 1969. All expenditures less revenues are 
shown as deferred expenditures on the company’s 
balance sheet. 


Société de télécommunications de la Baie James 


Fifty-one per cent of the capital stock of this 
company is held by the James Bay Development Cor- 
poration and 49% by Bell Canada. 


Star Transfer Limited 


The company’s operations are now consolidated 
with those of its parent Ontario Northland Transporta- 
tion Commission. 


Urban Transportation Development Corporation 


This corporation was created under the Canada 
Corporations Act on Onctober 10, 1974. It acquired 
the net assets of the Ontario Transportation Develop- 
ment Commission. The Urban Transportation Develop- 
ment Corporation is involved in the research and de- 
velopment of urban transit systems. 


Manitoba Telephone System — Manitoba Data Services 


Amendments to the Telephone Act, introduced 
during 1975, enabled the Manitoba Telephone System 
to offer commercial data processing services. On 
September 1, 1975, the System purchased the assets 
of the Manitoba Government Computer Centre for 
$1,800,000 to serve as the nucleus of the Manitoba 
Data Services. The Manitoba Telephone System — Tele- 
communications Services and Manitoba Data Services 
are operated and accounted for as separate divisions. 


Their financial statements are also presented on the 


basis of separate entities and are not consolidated. 
Manitoba Data Services will provide data processing 
Services to the government and the business community.

Conformément a la comptabilisation adoptée dans 
les Comptes nationaux des revenus et des dépenses, le 
montant qui figure comme revenu net dans les états finan- 
ciers de la Caisse est porté dans les dépenses comme intérét 
versé aux déposants et l’intérét a payer est un élément de 
passif de la Caisse envers les déposants. 


Société québécoise d’exploration miniére (SOQUEM) 

Dans le passé, les dépenses moins les revenus étaient 
comptabilisés au bilan a titre de frais différés. Au courant 
de l’année, la société a décidé de comptabiliser les revenus 
et les dépenses aux opérations courantes. 


Société québécoise d’ initiatives pétroligres (SOQUIP) 

Cette société est entrée en exploitation le 28 
novembre 1969. La somme des dépenses, moins les reve- 
nus, a été comptabilisée au bilan de la société a titre de 
frais différés. 


Société de télécommunications de la Baie James 


La Société de développement de la Baie James dé- 
tient 51% du capital-actions de cette société, et Bell 
Canada 49 %. 


Star Transfer Limited 


Les opérations de cette compagnie sont maintenant 
consolidées avec celles de la société-mére, Ontario North- 
land Transportation Commission. 


Urban Transportation Development Corporation 


Le 10 octobre 1974, cette corporation fut créé en 
vertu de la Loi sur les compagnies commerciales cana- 
diennes. Elle a aquis l’actif net de la Ontario Transporta- 
tion Development Commission. L’Urban Transportation 
Development Corporation est impliquée dans la recherche 
et le développement de réseau de transports urbains. 


Manitoba Telephone System — Manitoba Data Services 


Les modifications de 1975 au Telephone Act auto- 
rise le Manitoba Telephone System a offrir des services 
commerciaux d’informatique. Le l€f septembre 1975, la 
compagnie acheta pour $1,800,000 les actifs du Manitoba 
Government Computer Centre comme point de départ du 
Manitoba Data Services. Les opérations du Manitoba 
Telephone System — Telecommunications Services et du 
Manitoba Data Services sont administrées séparément et 
ne sont pas consolidées. Le Manitoba Data Services offrira 
des services d’informatique au gouvernement et a la com- 
munauté d’affaires. 


Potash Corporation of Saskatchewan 


This corporation was established February 4, 
1975 by Order-in-Council. The company is to become 
a basic producer of potash and to develop Saskatchewan 
potash resources as required by future market growth. 


Saskatchewan 
(SMDC) 


On June 4,1974, SMDC was formed by an Order- 
in-Council issued under the authority of the Crown 
Corporations Act. The corporation is empowered to 
search for and develop all minerals in the province, 
except sodium sulphate. Mineral exploration will be 
carried out by direct exploration by the staff of SMDC 
and/or by joint venture with exploration companies 
and individuals. 


Mining Development Corporation 


British Columbia Cellulose Company 


This company was established on March 15, 
1973 by the province of British Columbia as a holding 
company to acquire control of Colombia Cellulose 
Company Limited and its subsidiaries under the changed 
name, Canadian Cellulose Company Limited (CANCEL) 
and other companies as required. 


The Columbia Cellulose Company Limited was 
formerly controlled by New York based Celanese Cor- 
poration. On June 29, 1973, British Columbia Cellulose 
Company Limited acquired a 79% interest in Canadian 
Cellulose Company Limited in which, under the 
covering agreement, all the assets and liabilities of the 
Columbia Cellulose group of companies were consoli- 
dated. The remaining 21% of stock is held by private 
shareholders. 


British Columbia Cellulose Company acts in an 
advisory, consultative and liaison capacity to the forest 
products companies in which the province of British 
Columbia owns shares. 


A consolidation of the financial statements of 
British Columbia Cellulose Company with those of its 
subsidiary, Canadian Cellulose Company Limited, is 
included in these Statistics. As the amounts pertaining 
to the holding company are relatively insignificant, 
British Columbia Cellulose Company has been classified 
as belonging to the manufacturing group of industries. 


British Columbia Housing Management Commission 


This corporation was constituted by Order-in- 
Council under the Housing Act of the province of British 
Columbia. The company is empowered to plan, con- 
struct and manage public housing projets, to acquire 
and dispose of any lands required for public housing 
and land assembly, and buy and sell housing to indi- 
viduals.

La British Columbia Cellulose Company aun réle de 
conseiller et d’agent de liaison auprés des compagnies 
forestiéres dans lesquelles la province de Colombie-Britan- 
nique détient des actions. 


Une consolidation des états financiers de la British 
Columbia Cellulose Company et de ses filiales et de la 
Canadian Cellulose Company Limited est présentée ici. 
Comme les montants de la compagnie de portefeuille sont 
relativement peu importants, la British Columbia Cellulose 
Company a été classée dans le groupe des industries manu- 
facturiéres. 


British Columbia Housing Management Commission

Panco Poultry Limited 


In February, 1975, the province of British 
Columbia purchased all issued common and preferred 
shares of Panco Poultry Limited for $4,800,000. The 
company and its wholly owned subsidiaries: B.C. 
Testing Farms, Pacific Hatching and Western Feeds is 
engaged in the production and processing of poultry 
meats. 


T.S. Holdings Limited 


Under the Transit Services Act, the province of 
British Columbia acquired several bus transportation 
companies through T.S. Holdings Limited. The intent 
of the Act is to develop passenger transportation 
systems in the province. The company holds the shares 
of subsidiary companies which operate scheduled bus, 
sightseeing and charter services and regional transit 
systems. 


Yukon Housing Corporation 


The corporation was established on March 30, 
1972 by the Housing Corporation Ordinance, 1972 to 
develop, maintain and manage housing programs of the 
Yukon Territory. The company prepared financial 
statements for the first time in 1975. 


Northwest Territories Housing Corporation 


This corporation was established to develop, 
maintain and manage housing programs of the North- 
west Territories. 


Western Canada Lottery Foundation 


The Foundation was incorporated under Part II 
of the Canada Corporations Act on May 13, 1974. 
While it is empowered to carry out activities of a 
cultural, recreational or sporting nature, its sole activity 
is to operate lotteries on behalf of the four western 
provinces (Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia). The net income is distributed to 
provincial organizations in proportion to the sales of 
tickets within each province. Since the financial data 
cannot be allocated to any one particular province, the 
data is shown under a new category called “Other”. 
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British Columbia Steamship Company Limited

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This report contains financial statistics of provin- 
cial and territorial government enterprises for the busi- 
ness years ended nearest to December 31, 1976. Previ- 
ous editions cover similar annual periods from 1958 
onward. 


The financial statistics in this report are compiled 
_ in accordance with the Canadian System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that system are fully described in the 
Statistics Canada publication of the same name (Cata- 
logue 68-506) to which reference should be made for 
detailed explanations. However, a brief description of 
the system, particularly as it relates to provincial gov- 
ernment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


Government Enterprises in the Financial Management 
System 


The Financial Management System divides the 
government universe into two components, general 
government and government enterprises. General gov- 
ernment encompasses the central core of departments 
with their associated boards, commissions, funds, 
institutions and other entities which together provide 
services of a government nature, e.g., protection of 
persons and property, transportation and communica- 
tions, health, welfare, education, etc. These services are 
financed mainly by taxation (or to a much lesser ex- 
tent, by charges not directly related to the cost of 
providing the services) and by borrowings to be repaid 
from future revenues. Government enterprises, howev- 
er provide goods or services in a particular jurisdiction 
which are also provided by competitive non-govern- 
‘Ment business organizations or would be if the govern- 
ment enterprise were not a statutory monopoly. 


More specifically, a government enterprise is an 
organized entity, usually corporate, established by a 
‘government to produce goods or services for sale on 
the open market at prices related to costs (this rela- 
tionship being ascertainable from its own indepen- 
dent system of accounts), which has relatively autono- 
mous management of its affairs and is staffed by other 
than public servants, though certain staff benefit 
Schemes, e.g., superannuation, may be integrated with 
‘those of the public service of the parent government. 
‘However, organizations with the characteristics of a 
government enterprise which are engaged solely in 
channelling funds between levels of government or 
among governments at one level, or which provide 
goods or services solely to meet the needs of their 
Parent governments are not classified as enterprises 
but as components of general government. 


INTRODUCTION 


Ce rapport présente la statistique financiére des 
entreprises publiques provinciales et territoriales pour les 
exercices clos le plus prés du 31 décembre 1976. Les nu- 
méros précédents ont étudié des périodes annuelles sem- 
blables a partir de 1958. 


La statistique financiére qui figure dans ce rapport 
est rassemblée conformément au Systéme canadien des 
Statistiques de la gestion financiére des administrations 
publiques.

Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la gestion finan- 
ciére 

Le systéme de la gestion financiére divise univers 
de l’administration publique en deux composantes: les 
administrations et les entreprises publiques. On entend 
par administrations le noyau des ministéres avec leurs con- 
seils, commissions, fonds, institutions et autres organismes 
connexes qui assurent, ensemble, les services d’ordre 
administratif, par ex., la protection des personnes et des 
biens, les transports et communications, la santé, |’as- 
sistance sociale, l’éducation. Le financement de ces services 
provient surtout des impdts (ou, dans une mesure beau- 
coup moins considérable, de prélévements non directe- 
ment liés au coat de ces services) et d’emprunts dont le 
service sera assuré a partir des recettes fiscales. Par contre, 
les entreprises publiques fournissent, dans un champ de 
compétence particulier, des biens et services que des con- 
currents du secteur privé offrent ou offriraient si l’entre- 
prise publique n’était pas un monopole d’Etat. 


Plus précisément, une entreprise publique est une 
entité organisée, habituellement une société, créée par une 
administration dans le but de produire des biens ou services 
destinés a étre vendus sur le marché libre a des prix établis 
en fonction des cotts; la comptabilité distincte de l’entre- 
prise permet de vérifier cette relation prix/coUts.

Financial Management Classifications for Government 
Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for the finan- 
cial management statistics of general government are 
unique, those used for government enterprises are 
generally identical to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do not differ 
significantly from commercial systems. Users wishing 
further details should refer to ““The Canadian System 
of Government Financial Management Statistics” Part 
IX. 


Government Enterprises in the System of National 
Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, the Cana- 
dian System of National Accounts, government enter- 
prises are included in the business sector. While there 
are differences in the components of the government 
enterprise universe at the federal level as between the 
two systems, at the provincial level the two are identi- 
cal. However, there is a major difference between the 
two systems in their treatment of the profits of liquor 
authorities. Under the Financial Management System 
all profits remitted by enterprises to their parent gov- 
ernments are classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the surpluses of 
the enterprises. In the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment income, while 
remitted and unremitted profits of liquor authorities 
are classified as indirect tax revenue of their parent 
governments. 


Classification of Enterprises by Industry Group and by 
Province 


This publication covers the provincial and territo- 
rial enterprises listed on page 14. In the statistical 
tables these enterprises are classified in accordance 
with their principal activities in main industry groups 
as set out in the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual (1970) (Catalogue 12-501) of Statistics Canada. 
The classification takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, for example, 
gas distribution systems operated by electric power 
‘companies. 


Sources of Data 


Data are drawn from the published annual re- 
ports of the enterprises and the public accounts of the 
provinces and territories. In addition, some further in- 
formation has been obtained from company and gov- 
ernment officials whose co-operation is gratefully 
acknowledged.

Dans le deuxiéme grand systéme statistique, le 
systéme canadien de la comptabilité nationale, les entre- 
prises publiques font partie du secteur des entreprises. Les 
composantes de l’univers des entreprises publiques varient, 
au niveau fédéral, d’un systéme a l’autre. Au niveau pro- 
vincial, toutefois, elles restent pareilles. Les deux systémes 
abordent néanmoins les bénéfices des sociétés des alcools 
de fagon fort différente.

Change in Format 


In previous years two sets of tables were published 
for income and expenditure, surplus account transac- 
tions and assets, liabilities and net worth. One set 
showed consolidations of all enterprises by industry 
group and the other consolidations of all enterprises 
within each province. These have been replaced this 
year by a single set of tables showing individual industry 
groups within each province (and provincial totals). It 
‘is believed that this form of presentation, which is used 
in the employment and federal government enterprise 
series, is preferable from the user’s point of view to 
that formerly used. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1976 


Income and Expenditure 


Tables 1 A and 1 B-11 show the income and ex- 
penditure and Tables 2 A and 2 B-21 the surplus 
accounts transactions of provincial government enter- 
prises in 1976 by industry and by province, respective- 
ly, while Table 4 A compares the total income, expen- 
diture and net profit in 1975 and 1976. 


Total income increased by $2,023 million or 
22.5% in 1976. Income from the sales of goods and 
services, which accounted for 86.7% of total revenue, 
was responsible for the bulk of the increase. Invest- 
ments of the enterprises increased by 21.5% during 
1976 and income derived there from by 40.7%. 


| Total expenditure increased by $1,470 million or 
18.4% in 1976. The cost of sales, interest outlays and 
amounts provided for depreciation all increased appre- 
ciably.

. Net profit after provision for income tax increased 
by $559 million or 56.6% in 1976. 
| Certain interesting observations can be made with 
regard to the above data. 

Of the total income of $10,056 million derived 
‘rom the sales of goods and services, $4,043 million or 
36.7% was earned by electric power utilities and $2,786 
nillion or 25.3% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
otal investment income of $882 million, $600 million 
or 68.1% was received by enterprises engaged in finance, 
nsurance and real estate while $245 million or 27.8% 
went to electric power utilities. 


The cost of sales of goods and services accounted 
‘or $6,761 million or 65.9% of total expenditures. In- 
\erest expenses of $1,907 million and depreciation pro- 
fision of $688 million accounted for 29.5% and 6.8% 
spectively of the same outlays. The amount claimed 
‘8 interest expenses excludes $648 million capitalized

REVUE DE L’ANNEE 1976 


Revenus et dépenses 


Les tableaux 1 A et 1 B-11 montrent les revenus et 
les dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2 A et 2 B-21 indi- 
quent les opérations effectuées au compte des bénéfices 
non répartis des entreprises publiques provinciales en 
1976, par industrie et par province. Le tableau 4 A établit 
une comparaison du total des revenus, des dépenses et des 
bénéfices nets pour 1975 et 1976. 


En 1976, le revenu total a augmenté de $2,023 mil- 
lions, soit une augmentation de 22.5 %. Cette hausse est 
surtout attribuable au produit de la vente de biens et ser- 
vices, qui représentait environ 86.7 % de toutes les recettes. 
Les placements des entreprises ont progressé de 21.5 % en 
1976 et les revenus en provenant, de 40.7 %. 


Les dépenses totales se sont accrues en 1976 de 
$1,470 millions, soit une augmentation de 18.4 %. Le coat 
des ventes, les dépenses au titre des intéréts et les dépenses 
d’amortissement ont tous augmenté de facon appréciable. 


En 1976, le bénéfice net aprés provision pour impéts 
sur le revenu a augmenté de $559 millions, ou 56.6 %. 


Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des chiffres 
surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $10,056 millions provenant de 
la vente des biens et services, $4,043 millions soit 36.7 % 
sont allés aux services d’électricité, et $2,786 millions 
(25.3 %), aux régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de 
placement, s’élevant au total 4 $882 millions, $600 mil- 
lions, soit 68.1 % sont allés aux entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres, et 
$245 millions (27.8 %), aux services d’électricité.

government. Electric power utilities which owed 64.2% 
of total enterprise debt outstanding paid 60.9% of total 
interest costs. 


Of the total net profit of $1,545 million, $974 
million was earned by provincial liquor commissions, 
and $442 million by electric power commissions. Profits 
of $162 million and $28 million were recorded by en- 
terprises in service industries and telephone utilities, 
respectively, while losses of $134 million, $76 million, 
and $12 million were suffered by enterprises engaged 
in manufacturing, transportation and finance, insurance 
and real estate. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital nature by 
government enterprises are published in the publication 
Catalogue 61-205, Private and Public Investment in 
Canada (Table 24) prepared jointly by the Business Fi- 
nance Division of Statistics Canada, and the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial enterprises 
for the year 1976 were $5,753 million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Tables 3 A and 3B-3I show assets, liabilities and 
net worth of provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1976 by industry 
and province respectively. Table 5A portrays the total 
change that took place during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $8,803 million or 
22.6% over the corresponding figure at the end of 1975. 
This expansion on the assets side was balanced by in- 
creases of $8,039 million or 24.0% of liabilities and 
$764 million or 13.7% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $33,979 million at the end of 
1976, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$26,320 million or 77.5%. Of a total increase of $5,652 
million, $3,652 million pertained to electric power, 
$253 million to communication, $239 million to trans- 
portation utilities, and $223 million to manufacturing. 
The fixed assets of enterprises engaged in finance, hous- 
ing and real estate increased by $334 million, largely 
due to a 18.2%increase in those of housing corporations.

Actif, passif et valeur nette

The investments of enterprises engaged in finance, in- 
urance and real estate increased by $1,160 million 
luring the year. Figures for investments do not include 
ayments made by enterprises into the sinking funds of 
heir parent governments to repay borrowings made by 
he provinces on their behalf. 


Of amounts of $1,544 million owing to provincial 
overnment enterprises at the end of 1976, $620 mil- 
.on or 40.2% was due from governments or their enter- 
rises. Loans, advances and interest owing to enter- 
rises engaged in finance, insurance and real estate de- 
reased by $12 million since the close of the previous

Amounts totalling $38,059 million were due from 
terprises at the end of 1976.

The financial transactions of 103 enterprises are 
included in these statistics. In prior years, transactions 
of the Saskatchewan Liquor Licensing Commission 
were included in the data, because it performed func- 
tions which in other provinces were carried out by the 
provincial liquor authorities. Recently, liquor licensing 
commissions have been established in several provinces, 
in some cases operating within the framework of 
government departments. In the current year, transac- 
tions of all liquor licensing commissions are treated as 
general government and are not included in these 
statistics. Figures for prior years have been revised 
accordingly. 


Explanatory comments on enterprises included 
in these statistics for the first time and on various other 
enterprises are given on page 24.

Churchill Falls (Labrador) Corporation Limited 


The company’s operations are now consolidated 
with those of its parent Newfoundland and Labrador 
Hydro. 


Elizabeth Towers Limited 


St. John’s Housing Corporation has absorbed the 
operations of this company. 


Marystown Shipyard Limited, Newfoundland and 
Labrador Housing Corporation 


As current data is not available estimates based 
on previous years’ financial statements and provincial 
public accounts have been included. 


Prince Edward Island Housing Corporation 


This corporation was established to develop, 
maintain and manage housing programs of the province 
of Prince Edward Island. 


New Brunswick Development Corporation 


The province of New Brunswick has absorbed the 
operations of this company into its consolidated fund. 
This entity is included in the general government 
universe. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government created 
the James Bay Development Corporation to undertake 
the development of natural resources in northwestern 
Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), the James Bay 
Development Corporation agreed to plan and construct 
all infrastucture required to develop the hydro-electric 
resources of the territory. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
cost of planning and construction and all maintenance 
and operating expenses are to be bore by the James 
Bay Energy Corporation as long as it remains the sole 
user. Although the infrastructure remains the exclusive 
property of the James Bay Development Corporation, 
the value of the contribution by James Bay Energy 
Corporation is included as fixed assets of the Hydro- 
Quebec consolidated balance sheet.

British Columbia Cellulose Company 


This company was established on March 15, 
1973 by the province of British Columbia as a holding 
company to acquire control of Columbia Cellulose 
Company Limited and its subsidiaries under the changed 
name, Canadian Cellulose Company Limited (CANCEL) 
and other companies as required. 


The Columbia Cellulose Company Limited was 
formerly controlled by New York based Celanese Cor- 
poration. On June 29, 1973, British Columbia Cellulose 
Company Limited acquired a 79% interest in Canadian 
Cellulose Company Limited in which, under the 
covering agreement, all the assets and liabilities of the 
Columbia Cellulose group of companies were consoli- 
dated. The remaining 21% of stock is held by private 
shareholders. 


British Columbia Cellulose Company acts in an 
advisory, consultative and liaison capacity to the forest 
products companies in which the province of British 
Columbia owns shares. 


A consolidation of the financial statements of 
British Columbia Cellulose Company with those of its 
‘subsidiary, Canadian Cellulose Company Limited, is 
included in these Statistics. As the amounts pertaining 
to the holding company are relatively insignificant, 
British Columbia Cellulose Company has been classified 
as belonging to the manufacturing group of industries.

‘British Columbia F erry Corporation 
This company was incorporated under the British 
Columbia Ferry Corporation Act of the province of 
British Columbia on June 30, 1976. Effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1977, the province transferred to the Corporation 
‘certain assets and liabilities of the ferry system pre- 
viously operated by the province. The financial state- 
“Ments included in this report cover the period of Janu- 
jay 1, 1977 to March 31, 1977. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 20, 
1975 under the Act to Incorporate the Régie des in- 
Stallations olympiques to build, equip and operate the 
olympic installations. 

The Fonds Special Olympique was created in 
1976 to collect the special tax on tobacco and the net 
teceipts reserved to Québec from Loto Canada. The 
fund is used for loan reimbursements, interest payments 
and the costs of olympic installations completion. The 
fund has been consolidated with the financial state- 
ments of the Régie.

Sidbec 
Normines is responsible for the mining of iron ore at 
the Fire Lake mine and the operation of iron ore pel- 
letizing plant under construction at Port-Cartier. Sidbec 
consolidates 50.1% of the operations of Sidbec 
Normines. 


Société des traversiers du Québec 


In prior years the Québec - Lévis Ferry Company 
was classified as a special fund because the operations 
were largely subsidized and users’ fees were not related 
to costs. 


During the year, the company purchased a pri- 
vately operated service, Traverse Matane -Godbout. 
The fees charged by the Société for ferry services are 
now related to costs. Effective April 1, 1976, this cor- 
poration is now a provincial government enterprise.

Sotour is a subsidiary of the James Bay Develop- 
ment Corporation responsible for the planning, adminis- 
tration and the supervision of tourist accommodation 
in the James Bay territory.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains financial statistics of provin- 
cial and territorial government enterprises for the busi- 
ness years ended nearest to December 31, 1977. Previ- 
ous editions cover similar annual periods from 1958 
onward. 


The financial statistics in this report are compiled 
in accordance with the Canadian System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that system are fully described in the 
Statistics Canada publication of the same name (Cata- 
logue 68-506) to which reference should be made for 
detailed explanations. However, a brief description of 
the system, particularly as it relates to provincial gov- 
erment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


Government Enterprises in the Financial Management 
System 


The Financial Management System divides the 
government universe into two components, general 
government and government enterprises. General gov- 
erment encompasses the central core of departments 
with their associated boards, commissions, funds, 
institutions and other entities which together provide 
services of a government nature, e.g., protection of 
persons and property, transportation and communica- 
tions, health, welfare, education, etc. These services are 
financed mainly by taxation (or to a much lesser ex- 
tent, by charges not directly related to the cost of 
providing the services) and by borrowings to be repaid 
from future revenues. Government enterprises, howev- 
er provide goods or services in a particular jurisdiction 
which are also provided by competitive non-govern- 
_ Ment business organizations or would be if the govern- 
ment enterprise were not a statutory monopoly. 


More specifically, a government enterprise is an 

organized entity, usually corporate, established by a 
government to produce goods or services for sale on 
the open market at prices related to costs (this rela- 
tionship being ascertainable from its own indepen- 
dent system of accounts), which has relatively autono- 
_ mous management of its affairs and is staffed by other 
than public servants, though certain staff benefit 
schemes, e.g., Superannuation, may be integrated with 
those of the public service of the parent government. 
However, organizations with the characteristics of a 
government enterprise which are engaged solely in 
channelling funds between levels of government or 
among governments at one level, or which provide 
goods or services solely to meet the needs of their 
Parent governments are not classified as enterprises 
but as components of general government.

On entend 
par administrations le noyau des ministéres avec leurs con- 
seils, commissions, fonds, institutions et autres organismes 
connexes qui assurent, ensemble, les services d’ordre 
administratif, par ex., la protection des personnes et des 
biens, les transports et communications, la santé, I’as- 
sistance sociale, l’éducation. Le financement de ces services 
provient surtout des imp6ts (ou, dans une mesure beau- 
coup moins considérable, de prélévements non directe- 
ment liés au colt de ces services) et d’emprunts dont le 
service sera assuré a partir des recettes fiscales.

Financial Management Classifications for Government 
Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for the finan- 
cial management statistics of general government are 
unique, those used for government enterprises are 
generally identical to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do not differ 
significantly from commercial systems. Users wishing 
further details should refer to “The Canadian System 
of Government Financial Management Statistics’ Part 
IX. 


Government Enterprises in the System of National 
Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, the Cana- 
dian System of National Accounts, government enter- 
prises are included in the business sector. While there 
are differences in the components of the government 
enterprise universe at the federal level as between the 
two systems, at the provincial level the two are identi- 
cal. However, there is a major difference between the 
two systems in their treatment of the profits of liquor 
authorities. Under the Financial Management System 
all profits remitted by enterprises to their parent gov- 
ernments are classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the surpluses of 
the enterprises. In the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment income, while 
remitted and unremitted profits of liquor authorities 
are classified as indirect tax revenue of their parent 
governments. 


Classification of Enterprises by Industry Group and by 
Province 


This publication covers the provincial and territo- 
rial enterprises listed on page 14. In the statistical 
tables these enterprises are classified in accordance 
with their principal activities in main industry groups 
as set out in the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual (1970) (Catalogue 12-501) of Statistics Canada. 
The classification takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, for example, 
gas distribution systems operated by electric power 
companies. 


Sources of Data 


Data are drawn from the published annual re- 
ports of the enterprises and the public accounts of the 
provinces and territories. In addition, some further in- 
formation has been obtained from company and gov- 
ernment officials whose co-operation is gratefully 
acknowledged.

government. Electric power utilities which owed 68.5% 
of total enterprise debt outstanding paid 60.9% of total 
interest costs. 


Of the total net profit of $1,815 million, $1,047 
million was earned by provincial liquor commissions, 
and $707 million by electric power commissions. Profits 
of $160 million and $28 million were recorded by en- 
terprises in service industries and telephone utilities, 
respectively, while losses of $122 million, $111 million, 
and $76 million were suffered by enterprises engaged 
in manufacturing, finance, insurance and real estate, 
and transportation. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital nature by 
government enterprises are published in the publication 
Catalogue 61-205, Private and Public Investment in 
Canada (Table 24) prepared jointly by the Business Fi- 
nance Division of Statistics Canada, and the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial enterprises 
for the year 1977 were $5,903 million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Tables 3 A and 3B-3I show assets, liabilities and 
net worth of provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1977 by industry 
and province respectively. Table 5A portrays the total 
change that took place during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $7,792 million or 
16.3% over the corresponding figure at the end of 1977. 
This expansion on the assets side was balanced by in- 
creases of $6,589 million or 15.9% of liabilities and 
$1,205 million or 19.0% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $39,925 million at the end of 
1977, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$30,725 million or 77.0%. Of a total increase of $5,946 
million, $4,405 million pertained to electric power, 
$342 million to manufacturing, $288 million to trans- 
portation utilities, and $268 million to communica- 
tions. The fixed assets of enterprises engaged in finance, 
housing and real estate increased by $307 million, 
largely due to a 12.3% increase in those of housing 
corporations.

Churchill Falls (Labrador) Corporation Limited 


The company’s operations are now consolidated 
with those of its parent Newfoundland and Labrador 
Hydro. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government created 
the James Bay Development Corporation to undertake 
the development of natural resources in northwestern 
Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), the James Bay 
Development Corporation agreed to plan and construct 
all infrastucture required to develop the hydro-electric 
resources of the territory. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
cost of planning and construction and all maintenance 
and operating expenses are to be borne by the James 
Bay Energy Corporation as long as it remains the sole 
user. Although the infrastructure remains the exclusive 
property of the James Bay Development Corporation, 
the value of the contribution by James Bay Energy 
Corporation is included as fixed assets of the Hydro- 
Quebec consolidated balance sheet.

This new company was established by Sidbec

Sidbec 
Normines is responsible for the mining of iron ore at 
the Fire Lake mine and the operation of iron ore pel- 
letizing plant under construction at Port-Cartier. Sidbec 
consolidates 50.1% of the operations of Sidbec 
Normines.

On June 29, 1973, British Columbia Cellulose 
‘ompany Limited acquired a 79% interest in Canadian 
ellulose Company Limited in which, under the 
overing agreement, all the assets and liabilities of the 
olumbia Cellulose group of companies were consoli- 
ated. The remaining 21% of stock is held by private 
iareholders.

Since the financial data cannot be allocated to any one 
particular province, the data is shown under the cate- 


gory called “Other”.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report contains financial statistics of provin- 
cial and territorial government enterprises for the busi- 
ness years ended nearest to December 31, 1978. Previ- 
ous editions cover similar annual periods from 1958 
onward. 


The financial statistics in this report are compiled 
in accordance with the Canadian System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that system are fully described in the 
Statistics Canada publication of the same name (Cata- 
ogue 68-506) to which reference should be made for 
letailed explanations. However, a brief description of 
the system, particularly as it relates to provincial gov- 
*mment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


government Enterprises in the Financial Management 
System 


The Financial Management System divides the 
jovernment universe into two components, general 
jovernment and government enterprises. General gov- 
‘mment encompasses the central core of departments 
vith their associated boards, commissions, funds, 
nstitutions and other entities which together provide 
ervices of a government nature, e.g., protection of 
lersons and property, transportation and communica- 
ions, health, welfare, education, etc. These services are 
inanced mainly by taxation (or to a much lesser ex- 
ent, by charges not directly related to the cost of 
roviding the services) and by borrowings to be repaid 
rom future revenues. Government enterprises, howev- 
t provide goods or services in a particular jurisdiction 
which are also provided by competitive non-govern- 
lent business organizations or would be if the govern- 
lent enterprise were not a statutory monopoly. 


More specifically, a government enterprise is an 
tganized entity, usually corporate, established by a 
overnment to produce goods or services for sale on 
he open market at prices related to costs (this rela- 
‘onship being ascertainable from its own indepen- 
ent system of accounts), which has relatively autono- 
tous management of its affairs and is staffed by other 
lan public servants, though certain staff benefit 
‘hemes, e.g., superannuation, may be integrated with 
lose of the public service of the parent government. 
‘OWever, organizations with the characteristics of a 
-vemment enterprise which are engaged solely in 
lannelling funds between levels of government or 
nong governments at one level, or which provide 
ods or services solely to meet the needs of their 
rent governments are not classified as enterprises 
ut as components of general government. 


Ce rapport présente la Statistique financiére des 
entreprises publiques provinciales et territoriales pour les 
exercices clos le plus prés du 31 décembre 1978.

Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la gestion finan- 
ciére 

Le systéme de la gestion financiére divise l’univers 
de l’administration publique en deux composantes: les 
administrations et les entreprises publiques. On entend 
par administrations le noyau des ministéres avec leurs con- 
seils, commissions, fonds, institutions et autres organismes 
connexes qui assurent, ensemble, les services d’ordre 
administratif, par ex., la protection des personnes et des 
biens, les transports et communications, la santé, 1’as- 
sistance sociale, l’éducation. Le financement de ces services 
provient surtout des imp6ts (ou, dans une mesure beau- 
coup moins considérable, de prélévements non directe- 
ment liés au coiit de ces services) et d’emprunts dont le 
service sera assuré a partir des recettes fiscales. Par contre, 
les entreprises publiques fournissent, dans un champ de 
compétence particulier, des biens et services que des con- 
currents du secteur privé offrent ou offriraient si l’entre- 
prise publique n’était pas un monopole d’Etat.

Financial Management Classifications for Government 
Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for the finan- 
cial management statistics of general government are 
unique, those used for government enterprises are 
generally identical to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do not differ 
significantly from commercial systems. Users wishing 
further details should refer to ““The Canadian System 
of Government Financial Management Statistics” Part 
IX. 


Government Enterprises in the System of National 
Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, the Cana- 
dian System of National Accounts, government enter- 
prises are included in the business sector. While there 
are differences in the components of the government 
enterprise universe at the federal level as between the 
two systems, at the provincial level the two are identi- 
cal. However, there is a major difference between the 
two systems in their treatment of the profits of liquor 
authorities. Under the Financial Management System 
all profits remitted by enterprises to their parent gov- 
ernments are classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the surpluses of 
the enterprises. In the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts, however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment income, while 
remitted and unremitted profits of liquor authorities 
are classified as indirect tax revenue of their parent 
governments. 


Classification of Enterprises by Industry Group and by 
Province 


This publication covers the provincial and territo- 
rial enterprises listed on page 14. In the statistical 
tables these enterprises are classified in accordance 
with their principal activities in main industry groups 
as set out in the Standard Industrial Classification 
Manual (1970) (Catalogue 12-501) of Statistics Canada. 
The classification takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, for example, 
gas distribution systems operated by electric power 
companies. 


Sources of Data 


Data are drawn from the published annual re- 
ports of the enterprises and the public accounts of the 
provinces and territories. In addition, some further in- 
formation has been obtained from company and gov- 
ernment officials whose co-operation is gratefully 
acknowledged.

Change in Format 


In previous years two sets of tables were published 
for income and expenditure, surplus account transac- 
tions and assets, liabilities and net worth. One set 
showed consolidations of all enterprises by industry 
group and the other consolidations of all enterprises 
within each province. These have been replaced this 
year by a single set of tables showing individual industry 
groups within each province (and provincial totals). It 
is believed that this form of presentation, which is used 
in the employment and federal government enterprise 
series, is preferable from the user’s point of view to 
that formerly used. 


| REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1978 


Income and Expenditure 


Tables 1 A and 1 B-11 show the income and ex- 
penditure and Tables 2 A and 2 B-21 the surplus 
accounts transactions of provincial government enter- 
orises in 1978 by industry and by province, respective- 
'y, while Table 4 A compares the total income, expen- 
liture and net profit in 1977 and 1978. 


} 

Total income increased by $2,274 million or 
17.4% in 1978. Income from the sales of goods and 
services, which accounted for 90.3% of total revenue, 
was responsible for the bulk of the increase. Invest- 
nents of the enterprises increased by 14.2% during 
1978 and income derived there from by 26.1%. 

Total expenditure increased by $1,915 million or 
‘7.0% in 1978. The cost of sales, interest outlays and 
imounts provided for depreciation all increased appre- 
siably. 


Net profit after provision for income tax increased 
y $364 million or 20.0% in 1978. 


Certain interesting observations can be made with 
egard to the above data. 
| Of the total income of $13,872 million derived 
irom the sales of goods and services $6,109 million or 
39.8% was earned by electric power utilities and $3,272 
nillion or 21.3% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
otal investment income of $1,321 million $936 million 
or 70.8% was received by enterprises engaged in finance, 
nsurance and real estate while $315 million or 23.8% 
vent to electric power utilities. 


The cost of sales of goods and services accounted 
‘or $8,942 million or 67.9% of total expenditures. In- 
erest expenses of $2,939 million and depreciation pro- 
rision of $1,011 million accounted for 22.3% and 7.7% 
spectively of the same outlays. The amount claimed 
's interest expenses excludes $981 million capitalized 
luring the construction of facilities for enterprises en-

REVUE DE L’ANNEE 1978 


Revenus et dépenses 


Les tableaux 1 A et 1 B-11 montrent les revenus et 
les dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2 A et 2 B-21 indi- 
quent les opérations effectuées au compte des bénéfices 
non répartis des entreprises publiques provinciales en 
1978, par industrie et par province. Le tableau 4 A établit 
une comparaison du total des revenus, des dépenses et des 
bénéfices nets pour 1977 et 1978. 


En 1978 le revenu total a augmenté de $2,274 mil- 
lions, soit une augmentation de |17.4 % Cette hausse est 
surtout attribuable au produit de la vente de biens et ser- 
vices, qui représentait environ 90.3 %de toutes les recettes. 
Les placements des entreprises ont progressé de 14.2 % en 
1978 et les revenus en provenant, de 26.1 %, 


Les dépenses totales se sont accrues en 1978 de 
$1,915 millions, soit une augmentation de 17.0 %-.Le coit 
des ventes, les dépenses au titre des intéréts et les dépenses 
d’amortissement ont tous augmenté de fagon appréciable. 


En 1978, le bénéfice net aprés provision pour impOts 
sur le revenu a augmenté de $364 millions, ou 20.0 %. 


Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des chiffres 
surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $13.872 millions provenant de 
la vente des biens et services, $6,109 millions soit 39.8 % 
sont allés aux services d’électricité, et $3,272 millions 
(21.3%), aux régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de 
placement, s’élevant au total 4 $1,321 millions, $936 mil- 
lions, soit 70.8 % sont allés aux entreprises du secteur des 
finances, des assurances et des affaires immobiliéres, et 
$315 millions (23.8 %), aux services d’électricité.

Of the total net profit of $2,179 million, $1,155 
million was earned by provincial liquor commissions, 
and $859 million by electric power commissions. Profits 
of $188 million and $33 million were recorded by en- 
terprises in service industries and telephone utilities, 
respectively, while losses of $103 million, $101 million, 
and $46 million were suffered by enterprises engaged 
in manufacturing, finance, insurance and real estate, 
and transportation. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital nature by 
government enterprises are published in the publication 
Catalogue 61-205, Private and Public Investment in 
Canada (Table 24) prepared jointly by the Business Fi- 
nance Division of Statistics Canada, and the Department 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial enterprises 
for the year 1978 were $6,644 million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Tables 3 A and 3B-3I show assets, liabilities and 
net worth of provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1978 by industry 
and province respectively. Table 5A portrays the total 
change that took place during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $8,958 million or 
16.1% over the corresponding figure at the end of 1977. 
This expansion on the assets side was balanced by in- 
creases of $7,669 million or 15.9% of liabilities and 
$1,289 million or 17.1% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $46,019 million at the end of 
1978, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$35,893 million or 78.0%. Of a total increase of 
$6,094 million, $5,168 million pertained to electric 
power, $223 million to communications, and $115 mil- 
lion to transportation. The fixed assets of enterprises 
engaged in finance, housing and real estate increased by 
$258 million, largely due to a 11.4% increase in those 
of housing corporations.

Actif, passif et valeur nette 


Les tableaux 3A et 3B-3I donnent l’actif, le passif 
et la valeur nette des entreprises provinciales publiques par 
industrie et par province a la fin de l’exercice financier le 
plus proche du 31 décembre 1978.

Explanatory Comments on Certain Enterprises 


Labrador Linerboard Limited 


In November 1978, the province of Newfound- 
land and Labrador sold its share investment in the cor- 
poration for $43,500,000. 


Prince Edward Island Grain Elevator Corporation 


The corporation was established under “An Act 
to Incorporate the Grain Elevators Corporation” to 
plan, construct maintain and administer grain elevators 
in the province of Prince Edward Island. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government created 
the James Bay Development Corporation to undertake 
the development of natural resources in northwestern 
Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), the James Bay 
Development Corporation agreed to plan and construct 
all infrastructure required to develop the hydro-electric 
resources of the territory. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
cost of planning and construction and all maintenance 
and operating expenses are to be bome by the James 
Bay Energy Corporation as long as it remains the sole 
user. Although the infrastructure remains the exclusive 
property of the James Bay Development Corporation, 
the value of the contribution by James Bay Energy 
Corporation is included as fixed assets of the Hydro- 
Quebec consolidated balance sheet.

However, organiza-— 
tions with the characteristics of a govern 
ment enterprise which are engaged solely 
in channelling funds between levels of gov- 
ernment or among governments at one level, 
or which provide goods or services solely to 
meet the needs of their parent governments 
are not classified as enterprises but as 
components of general government. 


Financial Management Classifications for 
Government Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for 
the financial management statistics of gen- 
eral government are unique, those used for 
government enterprises are generally identi- 
cal to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do 
not differ significantly from commercial 
systems. Further details are provided at the 
end of this publication. 


Government Enterprises in the System of 
National Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts, 
government enterprises are included in the 
business sector. While there are differences 
in the components of the government enter 
prise universe at the federal level as 
between the two systems, at the provincial 
level the two are identical. However, there 
is a major difference between the two sys— 
tems in their treatment of the profits of 
liquor authorities. Under the Financial 
Management System all profits remitted by 
enterprises to their parent governments are 
classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the 
surpluses of the enterprises. In the Na- 
tional Income and Expenditure Accounts, 
however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment 
income, while remitted and unremitted prof- 
its of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern— 
ments. 


Classifications of Enterprises by Industry 
Group and by Province 


This publication covers the provincial 
and territorial enterprises listed on page 
14. In the statistical tables these enter— 
prises are classified in accordance with 
their principal activities in main industry 
groups as set out in the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual (1970) (Catalogue 
12-501E) of Statistics Canada. The 
classification takes no account of secondary 


activities carried on by individual 
enterprises, for example, gas distribution 
systems operated by electric power 


companies.

Salaries and wages. This category includes 
total renumeration to employees for services 
rendered. 


Materials and other purchases. Significant 
amounts of purchases from a single suppli- 
ers, e-g-, by a municipal electric utility 
from a provincial power corporation, are 
reported separately where indentifiable. 


Debt charges. This heading includes interest 
and other debt charges. Interest expense is 
identified in terms of the payees — govern™ 
ments, government enterprises and others. 
The first two categories are sub-divided by 
level of government. Other debt charges are 
comprised of amortization of bond discount 
and bond issue and redemption expenses. 


Grants in lieu of taxes. These consist of 
transfers, mostly to local governments, that 
government enterprises make instead of pay- 
ing property taxes. 


Provision for depreciation and depletion. 
The amount reported by the enterprise, re- 
gardless of the method of computation, is 
recorded under this category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, 
losses on foreign exchange transactions and 
other expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax 
(but not provincial) is payable by federal 
“proprietary” corporations; these are iden- 
tified in Section D of the Financial Admin- 
istration Act. All other federal, provincial 
and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal 
and provincial corporation income taxes 
unless they are less than 90% owned by the 
Crown. Subsidiaries are only exempt if they 
are owned 100% by enterprises which are 
themselves exempt. 


Unappropriated Surplus 


The statement of unappropriated surplus 
summarizes those transactions which take 
place in the accounting period under review 
and which, while not being classified as

Financial Management Classifications for 
Government Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for 
the financial management statistics of gen- 
eral government are unique, those used for 
government enterprises are generally identi- 
cal to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do 
not differ significantly from commercial 
systems. Further details are provided at the 
end of this publication. 
Government Enterprises in the System of 
National Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts, 
government enterprises are included in the 
business sector. While there are differences 
in the components of the government enter- 
prise universe at the federal level as 
between the two systems, at the provincial 
level the two are identical. However, there 
is a major difference between the two sys- 
tems in their treatment of the profits of 
liquor authorities. Under the Financial 
Management System all profits remitted by 
enterprises to their parent governments are 
classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the 
surpluses of the enterprises. In the Na- 
tional Income and Expenditure Accounts, 
however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment 
income, while remitted and unremitted prof- 
its of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern- 
ments. 


Classifications of Enterprises by Industry 
Group and by Province 


This publication covers the provincial 
and territorial enterprises listed on page 
14. In the statistical tables these enter- 
prises are classified in accordance with 
their principal activities in main industry 
groups as set out in the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual, 1970 (Catalogue

ent enterprises in 1980 by industry and by

During the year, the province of New- 
foundland and Labrador sold its_ share 
investment in the corporation. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government 
created the James Bay Development Corpora- 
tion to undertake the development of natural 
resources in northwestern Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), 
the James Bay Development Corporation agreed 
to plan and construct all infrastructure 
required to develop the hydro-electric re- 
sources of the territory. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the cost of planning and construc- 
tion and all maintenance and operating 
expenses are to be borne by the James Bay 
Energy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the infrastructure 
remains the exclusive property of the James 
Bay Development Corporation, the value of 
the contribution by James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration is included as fixed assets of the 
Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 
20, 1975 under the Act to Incorporate the 
Régie des installations olympiques to build, 
equip and operate the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Spécial Olympique was created 
in 1976 to collect the special tax on tobac- 
co and the net receipts reserved to Quebec 
from Loto Canada. The fund is used for loan 
reimbursements, interest payments and the 
costs of olympic installations completion. 
The fund has been consolidated with the 
financial statements of the Régie. 


Sidbec Normines 


This mew company was established by 
Sidbec (50.1%) as a joint venture with 
British Steel Corporation (41.7%) and Québec 
Mining (8.2%). Sidbec Normines is respon- 
sible for the mining of iron ore at the Fire 
Lake mine and the operation of iron ore pel- 
letizing plant under construction at Port- 
Cartier. Sidbec consolidates 50.1% of the 
operations of Sidbec Normines.

The amount reported by the enterprise, re- 
gardless of the method of computation, is 
recorded under this category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, 
losses on foreign exchange transactions and 
other expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax 
(but not provincial) is payable by federal 
"proprietary" corporations; these are iden- 
tified in Section D of the Financial Admin- 
istration Act. All other federal, provincial 
and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal 
and provincial corporation income taxes 
unless they are less than 90% owned by the 
Crown. Subsidiaries are only exempt if they 
are owned 100% by enterprises which are 
themselves exempt.

INTRODUCTION 


This publication contains Financial sta- 
tistics of provincial and territorial gov- 
ernment enterprises for the business years 
ended nearest to December 31, 1981. Previous 
editions cover similar annual periods from 
1958 onward. 


The financial statistics in this publica- 
tion are compiled in accordance with the 
Canadian System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics. The concepts and 
classifications of that System are at pre- 
sent under review. A revised version of the 
Statistics Canada publication is planned for 
release later in 1984. In the meantime, the 
changes which affect government enterprises 
are described at the end of this publica- 
tion. A brief description of the system, 
garticularly as it relates to provincial 
jovernment enterprises, is appropriate here. 


20vernment Enterprises in the Financial 
Management System 


The Financial Management System divides 
he government universe into two components, 
jeneral government and government enter- 
Tises.

l'éducation. Le financement de ces. services 
provient surtout des imp6ts (ou, dans une mesure 
beaucoup moins considérable, de prél&évements non 
directement liés au codt de ces services) et 
d'emprunts dont le service sera assuré & partir 
des recettes fiscales. Par contre, les entre- 
prises publiques fournissent, dans un champ de 
compétence particulier, des biens et services que 
des concurrents du_ secteur privé offrent ou 
offriraient si l'entreprise publique n'était pas 
un monopole d'Etat. 


Plus précisément, une entreprise publique est 
une entité organisée, habituellement une société, 
créée par une administration dans le but de 
produire des biens ou services destinés a étre 
vendus sur le marché libre & des prix établis en 
fonction des coats; la comptabilité distincte de 
l'entreprise permet de vérifier cette relation 
prix/codts. En outre, elle est relativement libre 
dans l'administration de ses propres affaires et 
son personnel n'est pas composé de _ fonction- 
naires, bien qu'il puisse participer & certains 
des avantages sociaux (par ex., le régime de 


the parent government. However, organiza- 
tions with the characteristics of a govern- 
ment enterprise which are engaged solely 
in channelling funds between levels of gov- 
ernment or among governments at one level, 
or which provide goods or services solely to 
meet the needs of their parent governments 
are not classified as enterprises but as 
components of general government. 


Financial Management Classifications for 
Government Enterprises 


While the classifications employed for 
the financial management statistics of gen- 
eral government are unique, those used for 
government enterprises are generally identi- 
cal to those employed in the accounting 
systems used by these enterprises and do 
not differ significantly from commercial 
systems. Further details are provided at the 
end of this publication. 
Government Enterprises in the System of 
National Accounts 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts, 
government enterprises are included in the 
business sector. While there are differences 
in the components of the government enter- 
prise universe at the federal level as 
between the two systems, at the provincial 
level the two are identical. However, there 
is a major difference between the two sys- 
tems in their treatment of the profits of 
liquor authorities. Under the Financial 
Management System all profits remitted by 
enterprises to their parent governments are 
classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the 
surpluses of the enterprises. In the Na- 
tional Income and Expenditure Accounts, 
however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment 
income, while remitted and unremitted prof- 
its of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern- 
ments. 


Classifications of Enterprises by Industry 
Group and by Province 


This publication covers the provincial 
and territorial enterprises listed on page 
14. In the statistical tables these enter- 
prises are classified in accordance with 
their principal activities in main industry 
groups as set out in the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual, 1970 (Catalogue 
12-501E) of Statistics Canada. The classifi- 
cation takes no account of secondary activi- 
ties carried on by individual enterprises, 
for example, gas distribution systems 
operated by electric power companies.

Of the total net profit of $3,207 mil- 
lion, $1,591 million was earned by provin- 
cial liquor commissions, and $1,178 million 
by electric power commissions. Profits of 
$253 million, $93 million, $39 million, $31 
million and $27 million were recorded by 
enterprises in service industries, mines, 
quarries and oil wells, gas distribution, 
transportation, and telephone utilities 
respectively, while losses of $235 million 
were suffered by enterprises engaged in 
finance, insurance and real estate. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital 
nature by government enterprises are pub- 
lished in the publication, Private and 
Public Investment in Canada (Catalogue 
61-205, Table 24) prepared jointly by the 
Business Finance Division of Statistics 
Canada, and the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial 
enterprises for the year 1981 were $8,688 
million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth

provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1981 by 
industry and province respectively.

Assets increased in value by $13,029 mil- 
lion or 16.3% over the corresponding figure 
at the end of 1980. This expansion on the 
assets side was balanced by increases of

Tidal Power Corporation 


This corporation was established under 
the Tidal Power Corporation Act, on April 
Die Ni Mi AOI. Ades SSOVIMeS “air Nowe 
Scotia, in an agreement with the Government 
of Canada, decided to build the Annapolis 
River Tidal power plant. 


Algonquin Properties Ltd. 
Fredericton Hotel Company Ltd. 
Maritime Fibreglass Fabricators Ltd. 
Provincial Holdings Ltd. 


Previously, these enterprises have been 
considered as investments of the province 
rather than government enterprises. The pro- 
vince now controls the common shares of 
these corporations. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government 
created the James Bay Development Corpora- 
tion to undertake the development of natural 
resources in northwestern Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), 
the James Bay Development Corporation agreed 
to plan and construct all infrastructure 
required to develop the hydro-electric re- 
sources of the territory. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the cost of planning and construc- 
tion and all maintenance and operating 
expenses are to be borne by the James Bay 
Energy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the infrastructure 
remains the exclusive property of the James 
Bay Development Corporation, the value of 
the contribution by James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration is included as fixed assets of the 
Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet.

This corporation was enacted on November 
20, 1975 under the Act to Incorporate the 
Régie des installations olympiques to build, 
equip and operate the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Spécial Olympique was created 
in 1976 to collect the special tax on tobac- 
co and the net receipts reserved to Quebec 
from Loto Canada. The fund is used for loan 
reimbursements, interest payments and the 
costs of olympic installations completion.

| The income of government enterprises is 
classified into "sales of goods and ser- 
vices", “investment income", 'subsidies" and 
"other income". Amounts collected by enter- 
orises on behalf of their parent govern- 
ments, e.g., provincial liquor licences and 
dermits collected by liquor authorities, are 
excluded from enterprise income. 


Sales of goods and_ services. These are 
teported net of rebates and discounts. Sig- 
jificant amounts of total sales made to an 
individual customer or group of customers, 
2.g., from a provincial power corporation to 
its municipally-owned distributors, are sep- 
arately identified wherever possible. 


Investment income. This category comprises 
three sub-classifications: interest, rentals 
and other investment income. Interest, in 
curn, is classified by origin - governments, 
jovernment enterprises and other sources. 
Amounts classified to the first two of these 
captions are further identified by level of 
yovernment. The sub-classification "rentals" 
is self-explanatory while "other investment 
income" includes such items as dividends and 
orofits on foreign exchange operations.

Salaries and wages. This category includes 
total renumeration to employees for services 
rendered. 


Materials and other purchases. Significant 
amounts of purchases from a single suppli- 
ers, €.g., by a municipal electric utility 
from a provincial power corporation, are 
reported separately where indentifiable. 


Debt charges. This heading includes interest 
and other debt charges. Interest expense is 
identified in terms of the payees - govern- 
ments, government enterprises and others. 
The first two categories are sub-divided by 
level of government. Other debt charges are 
comprised of amortization of bond discount 
and bond issue and redemption expenses. 


Grants in lieu of taxes. These consist of 
transfers, mostly to local governments, that 
government enterprises make instead of pay- 
ing property taxes. 


Provision for depreciation and depletion. 
The amount reported by the enterprise, 
regardless of the method of computation, is 
recorded under this category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, 
losses on foreign exchange transactions and 
other expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax 
(but not provincial) is payable by federal 
"proprietary" corporations; these are iden- 
tified in Section D of the Financial Admin- 
istration Act. All other federal, provincial 
and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal 
and provincial corporation income taxes 
unless they are less than 90% owned by the 
Crown. Subsidiaries are only exempt if they 
are owned 100% by enterprises which are 
themselves exempt. 


Unappropriated Surplus 


The statement of unappropriated surplus 
summarizes those transactions which take 
place in the accounting period under review 
and which, while not being classified as 
income or expense, affect the surplus of an

"Contributed surplus" further identifies the 
contributors by level of government or 
government enterprise.
